1.  SENTENCE,  SUBJECT  AND  PREDICATE 

a .  A  Sentence: 

A  sentence  is  a  group  of  words  that  expresses 
a  complete  thought.  Its  main  elements  are  the  subject 
and  the  predicate.  A  sentence  may  also  contain  seconda¬ 
ry  elements  such  as  the  object,  attributes  and  adverbi¬ 
al  modifiers. 


b.  The  Subject: 

The  subject  is  a  word  in  a  sentence  about  which 
something  is  asserted.  (It  is  usually  a  noun  or  a  pro¬ 
noun)  . 


c .  The  Predicate: 

The  predicate  is  a  word  or  a  group  of  words 
which  denotes  what  the  subject  of  a  sentence  does  or 
is: 


Subj.  Pred. 

The  enemy  retreated . 

He  is  a  student.

2.  LINKING  VERBS 

A  linking  verb  shows  the  relationship  between 
the  subject  and  the  predicate  noun,  the  predicate  adjec¬ 
tive  or  the  predicate  pronoun. 
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English  Grammar: 

The  most  common  linking 
verbs  in  English  are: 
to  be,  to  become,  to  ap¬ 
pear,  to  seem,  etc. 

Examples: 

The  weather  was  bad. 

The  weather  became  colder 


In  English  the  linking 
verb  T,to  be"  is  never 
omitted: 

Examples: 

He  J^s  an  officer. 

He  was  an  officer. 


Russian  Grammar: 

The  Russian  language  also 
uses  linking  verbs. 


Examples: 

Ilorofla  dHJia  mioxan.

3.  TRANSITIVE  AND  INTRANSITIVE  VERBS 


a.  A  transitive  verb  expresses  an  action  which  is 
not  confined  to  the  doer  (subject)  but  "crosses  over"  to 
a  receiver.  Transitive  verbs  are  capable  of  governing  a 
direct  object. 


Example:

b.  An  intransitive  verb  expresses  an  action  or  state 
which  either  does  not  go  beyond  the  doer  (subject)  or 
affects  other  persons  or  things  only  indirectly.  Intransi¬ 
tive  verbs  do  not  require  a  direct  object. 


Example:  He  slept . 


Example:  Oh  cnaji  . 

In  Russian  all  verbs  which 
are  not  capable  of  governing 
a  direct  object  are  classified 
as  intransitive. 


4.  AN  OBJECT 


An  object  is  a  word  denoting  a  person  or  thing  at 
which  the  action  expressed  in  the  sentence  is  directed. 


Example:

I  agree  with  you.

An  object  can  be  either  direct  or  indirect. 


a.  A  direct  object  is  a  person  or  thing  which  is 
directly  affected  by  the  action  described  in  a  sentence. 


Example:  He  bought  a  map. 

In  English  the  direct  ob¬ 
ject  in  a  sentence  is  said 
to  be  in  the  objective  case 

However,  only  some  of  the 
pronouns  have  a  distinctive 
form  for  that  case. 

Example:  I  saw  him. 


Example:  Oh  KynHJi  KapTy. 

In  Russian  a  direct  object 
governed  by  a  transitive  verb 
is  always  in  the  accusative 
case  and  is  never  preceded  by 
a  preposition. 

Thus,  the  Russian  accusative 
case  corresponds  to  the  ob¬ 
jective  case  in  English. 
Example:  H  BMfleji  ero . 

(We  see  from  the  above  examples 
that  both  the  noun  "  KapTa" 
(map)  and  the  pronoun  "  oh "(he) 
have  a  distinct  form  for  the 
accusative  case  to  show  that 
they  function  here  as  direct 
objects) .

b.  An  indirect  object  is  a  person  or  a  thing  t£  or  for 
and  on  behalf  of  whom  or  which  the  action  takes  place.  In 
other  words,  an  indirect  object  receives  only  the  indirect 
action  of  the  verb. 


Example: 

Dir.obj.  Ind.obj. 

I  bought  this  book  for  you. 

In  English  the  relation 
between  the  action  expressed 
by  the  verb  and  an  indirect 
object  is  often  shown  with 
the  help  of  a  preposition. 

Sometimes,  however,  the 
preposition  before  an  indi¬ 
rect  object  is  not  expressed, 
but  merely  understood  as, 
for  instance,  the  preposi¬ 
tion  ,fton  in  the  sentence: 
"He  gave  me  a  book"

In  Russian  such  a  relation¬ 
ship  is  shown  by  changes  in 
the  form  of  words  (case  endings) 
with  or  without  the  help  of 
prepositions. An  indirect  ob¬ 
ject  may  occur  in  all  cases 
except  the  nominative  (the 
case  of  the  subject)  or  the 
accusative  without  a  preposi¬ 
tion  (which  is  the  exclusive 
mark  of  a  direct  object).The 
case  in  which  an  indirect  ob¬ 
ject  will  appear  is  determi¬ 
ned  by  the  governing  verb  or 
by  the  preposition  that  comes 
before  the  object.

5.  A  MODIFIER 

A  modifier  is  a  word  (or  a  group  of  words)  which  des¬ 
cribes  and  qualifies  another  word yin  a  sentence.

6.  ADVERBIAL  MODIFIERS 

Adverbial  modifiers  are  secondary  elements  of  a  sentence 
which  show  how  or  under  what  circumstances  (when,  where,  why, 
for  what  purpose)  the  action  expressed  in  the  sentence  is  be¬ 
ing  performed. 


Examples:

7.  SOME  PECULIARITIES  IN  RUSSIAN  SENTENCE  STRUCTURE

guage:

8.  MAIN  AND  SUBORDINATE  CLAUSE 

a.  A  part  of  a  sentence  which  expresses  a  complete  idea 
and  which  is  capable  of  serving  as  an  independent  simple  sen¬ 
tence  is  called  the  main  clause. 


b.  A  subordinate  clause  does  not  express  a  complete 
idea.  It  serves  to  explain  and  modify  the  main  clause. 

Examples: 


The  gentleman  who  was  there 
is  our  instructor. 


In  English  the  subordinate 
clause  is  not  always  separated 
from  the  main  clause  by  commas. 
Commas  are  used  only  when  there 
is  danger  of  confusion  and  when 
there  is  no  connecting  conjunc¬ 
tion.

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9.  PARTS  OF  SPEECH

In  the  Russian  language  the  parts  of  speech  are  more 
sharply  defined  than  in  English.  The  function  of  a  word  is 
in  most  cases  clearly  indicated  by  its  form,  whereas  in 
English  one  and  the  same  word  may  perform  the  functions  of 
different  parts  of  speech  without  undergoing  any  change  of 
form.

12.  GENDER 

All  nouns  in  English  and  in  Russian  are  divided  into 
three  gender  groups.  They  are: 

a.  Masculine 

b.  Feminine 

c.  Neuter 


In  the  English  lan¬ 
guage,  grammatical  gender, 
as  a  rule,  follows  sex. 
Persons  of  male  sex  are  of 
a  masculine . gender  (a  boy- 
-  he) ;  persons  of  female 
sex  are  of  feminine  gender 
(a  girl  -  she)  and  things 
are  of  a  neuter  gender 
(a  book  -  it) . 


In  the  Russian  language 
sex  also  is  a  decisive  factor 
in  determining  the  grammatical 
gender  of  persons.  But  in  the 
case  of  many  other  words  the 
gender  is  purely  grammatical 
and  does  not  follow  a  natural 
distinction. This  results  in 
many  objects  without  sex  (in¬ 
animate  nouns)  being  regarded 
as  masculine  or  feminine  gram¬ 
matically  speaking,  while 
others  are  neuter.  The  gender 
of  a  noun  in  such  cases  is  de¬ 
termined  morphologically, i.e. 
by  its  ending.

13.  NUMBER 

Both  in  English  and  in  Russian  there  exists  the 
grammatical  distinction  of  number  according  to  whether  the 
speaker  wishes  to  designate  one  person,  thing,  etc. (singu¬ 
lar)  or  more  than  one  (plural). 


In  English  the  stan¬ 
dard  endings  of  plural  for 
nouns  are  Ms,T  or  "es". 


In  Russian  the  standard 
endings  of  plural  for  nouns 
of  masculine  and  feminine  gen¬ 
ders  are  mh  "  or  "  m  ".

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14.  CASE 


Cases  in  inflexional  languages  indicate  the  function 
of  a  word  in  a  sentence  and  the  relationship  between  the 
words  that  make  up  the  sentence:  between  persons  and  things 
(my  brother*  s  book),  actions  and  persons  (they  arrested 
him),  actions  and  things  (I  take  the  book) . 


There  are  three  cases 
in  English: 

1.  Nominative 

2.  Possessive 

3.  Objective 


English  nouns  have  a 
special  form  for  the  posses¬ 
sive  case  only  (brother *s). 

English  personal  pro¬ 
nouns  and  the  relative  pro¬ 
noun  "who”  have  a  special 
form  for  each  of  the  three 
cases:

There  are  six  cases  in 
Russian: 

1.  Nominative  (basic  form  of 

a  word, grammatical 
subject  of  a  sentence) 

2.  Genitive  (Possessive) 

3.  Dative  (often  the  case  of 

the  indirect  object) 

4.  Accusative  (Objective,  the 

case  of  the  direct 
object) 

5.  Instrumental  (denotes  the 

means  through  which 
the  action  is  perfor¬ 
med) 

6.  Prepositional  or  locative 

(used  only  after  pre¬ 
positions)  . 

Each  case  in  Russian  has 
its  specific  case  ending  in 
singular  and  plural. 


Modern  English  with  its  very  restricted  system  of  in¬ 
flexion  relies  mostly  on  word  order  and  on  prepositons  to 
show  the  function  of  a  word  in  a  sentence.  Thiis  in  the  sen¬ 
tence  "The  boy  caught  a  fish"  the  problem  of  who  caught  whom 
is  solved  by  the  sequence  of  words  in  the  sentence. The  form 
of  the  words  "boy"  and  "fish"  yields  no  indication  as  to 
their  function.  If  we  make  them  change  places  in  the  sentence, 
(A  fish  caught  a  boy), the  fish  will  assume  the  part  of  the 
catcher. In  a  heavily  inflected  language  like  the  Russian  such 
a  shift  in  meaning  would  be  impossible .T^e  Russian  equivalent 
of  our  English  sentence  would  be  ’MajiBtiJiK  nonMaji  piiby  ".  The 
form  of  the  words  ( MajiB^WK,  pn6y )  shows  clearly  which  of’them 
is  the  sub ject  or  doer  and  which  is  the  object,  which,  in  this 
case,  is  the  victim  of  the  action.  If  we  make  them  change 
places,  the  order  of  the  words  will  appear  slightly  unusual, 

but  the 
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meaning  of  the  sentence  will  remain  crystal  clear  and  there 
will  be  no  doubt  whatsoever  as  to  who  caught  whom.  This  is 
an  illustration  of  one  of  the  most  fundamental  points  of 
difference  between  English  and  Russian,  which  may  be  summed 
up  as  Syntax  (English)  versus  Morphology  (Russian) . 


15.  DECLENSION 

Inflexional  change  in  the  endings  of  a  word  intended 
to  show  differences  in  case,  gender  and  number  is  called 
declension. 

Only  nouns  and  pro¬ 
nouns  are  declined  in 
English.

An  adjective  in  English 
is  a  word  which  modifies  a 
noun  or  a  pronoun  .Adject ives 
modify  nouns  more  often  than 
they  modify  pronouns:

English  adjectives  remain 
invariable  in  form  regard¬ 
less  of  the  gender,  number 
or  case  of  the  noun  they  mo¬ 
dify. 


There  is  no  declension 
of  adjectives. 


An  adjective  in  Rus¬ 
sian  grammar  is  also  pri¬ 
marily  a  modifier  of  a 
noun:

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c.  Conjugation: 

The  change  of  a  verb  form  to  express  various  tenses, 
moods,  voices,  persons  and  numbers  is  called  conjugation. 
Both  in  English  and  in  Russian  verbs  undergo  changes  of 
form  to  express  tenses. 


In  English  the  auxilia¬ 
ry  verbs  (to  be  and  to  have) 
are  widely  used  in  the  forma - 
tion  of  the  various  tense 
forms . 

In  modern  English  the 
personal  endings  of  the  verbs 
are  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
Apart  from  the  archaic  form 
of  the  2nd  pers . singular 
(thou), the  only  distinctive 
ending  is  the  "s"  appearing 
in  the  3rd  person  singular  of 
the  present  tense.

d.  Mood 


The  mood  of  a  verb  shows  how  its  action  or  state  is  con¬ 
ceived  by  the  speaker. 

(a)  The  indicative  mood  expresses  that  the  action  or  state 
denoted  by  the  verb  is  an  actual  fact. 


Ex.  I  did  it  yesterday.

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(b)  The  subjunctive  mood  expresses  a  thought  not  as  a  fact 
but  as  a  matter  of  supposition,  possibility  or  wish.

The  voice  is  a  verbal  category  expressing  whether  the 
subject  of  the  verb  is  the  doer  of  the  action  indicated  or 
is  acted  upon. 

Only  transitive  verbs  have  voice  difference.

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The  knowledge  of  Russian  word  structure,  i.e.an  under¬ 
standing  of  the  component  elements  of  Russian  words,  is  im¬ 
perative  for  effective  study  of  the  Russian  language.  Fami¬ 
liarization  with  basic  Russian  roots,  compound  words  and 
derivatives,  enables  the  student  to  be  better  oriented  in 
the  recognition,  classification  and  practical  usage  of  Rus¬ 
sian  words.  It  is  especially  important  to  recognize  the  va¬ 
rious  suffixes  and  prefixes.  Once  these  affixes  are  fami¬ 
liar  to  the  student,  he  will  be  able  to  break  down  words 
into  their  component  parts,  and  this  will  greatly  facili¬ 
tate  his  work  in  reading  and  translating  any  Russian  text.

1.  Simple  words  are  those  words  which  are  not  derived 
from  any  other  words,  as  for  example:  CTOJi,BOfla  , 
etc . 

2.  Derivative  words  are  those  words  which  are  formed 
or  derived  from  other  words,  as  for  example:

3.  A  derivative  word  may  be  formed  from  another  deri¬ 
vative  words,  as  for  example:  the  word  M3flaTejiB- 
ctbo  (publishing  house)  is  derived  from  M3flaT0JiB 
(published);  the  words  M3flaTejiB  is  ^derived  from 
M3flaTB  (to  publish),  while  the  M3flaTB  derives 
from  flaTB  (to  give).

VII.  Prefixes: 


Prefixes  play  an  important  part  in  the  Russian  lan¬ 
guage.  They  change  the  meaning  of  the  words  and  are  in¬ 
strumental  in  the  formation  of  "compound”  words. 
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Prefixes  may  be  separable  or  inseparable .  Those 
which  are  used  as  independent  words  are  called  separable; 
those  which  have  no  independent  existence  are  called 
inseparable.

VIII.  Compounds .

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TRANSLITERATION 


Transliteration  consists  of  writing  words  of  any 
particular  language  by  means  of  letters  of  another  lan¬ 
guage. 


For  example,  in  translating  an  official  document, 
the  name  of  the  town  "EE-IAH  IJEPKOBB  "  should  not  be 
translated  by  "White  Church".  It  has  to  be  transliter¬ 
ated,  i.e.  expressed  in  English  letters  for  the  sake  of 
retaining  its  identity.  Thus,  it  would  be  transliter¬ 
ated  as  "BELAYA  TSERKOV*" ,  etc. 

Transliteration  is  widely  used  in  the  translation 
of  documents,  reports,  technical  and  scientific  manuals, 
and  official  correspondence. 

The  purpose  of  writing  words  and  expressions  by 
using  letters  of  another  language  is  two-fold: 

1«  To  transliterate  proper  names,  names  of  geographic 
locations,  etc.  from  Russian  into  English  and  vice- 
versa  . 

2.  To  transliterate  words,  sentences  and  passages  which 
are  ambiguous  or  unintelligible  so  as  to  enable  a 
specialist  reading  the  translation  to  refer  to  the 
original. 

Standard  and  accepted  methods  of  transliteration 
from  Russian  into  English  and  vice-versa  should  be  used 
in  all  transliterative  practices.  This  insures  the 
uniformity  and  greater  accuracy  of  the  translation.  Due 
to  the  complexity  of  Russian  and  Soviet  names  and  the 
prevalence  of  oriental  names  in  certain  regions  of  the 
USSR,  it  is  imperative  that  every  translator  and  trans¬ 
lator-analyst  use  standard  transliteration  symbols.
